Annual  Flower  Seeds 

The  seeds  of  some  annuals  may  be  sown  as  early  as  February  in  the  open  garden;  others  must  wait  until  the 
earth  has  become  warm  and  friable.  All  of  them  will  bloom  the  first  year  and  complete  their  cycle.  Noteworthy 
among  those  whose  seed  may  be  scattered  in  early  spring  are.  Annual  Poppies,  Cornflower,  Petunia,  Larkspur,  Nico- 
tiana,  Nigella,  Snapdragon,  and  Cosmos. 

As  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  prepared,  plant  Sweet  Peas. 

Some  of  the  tender,  late-blooming  annuals  can  be  brought  into  flower  sooner  by  sowing  the  seed  under  glass 
or  in  boxes  indoors.  In  this  group  are  found:  Asters,  Scarlet  Sage,  and  Verbena.

Rock  Garden  Plants 


One  need  not  own  a  vast  estate  to  enjoy 
the  many  pleasant  surprises  of  Rock  Garden¬ 
ing.  To  be  sure,  a  stony  bank  will  supply  a 
natural  setting  for  many  of  the  Alpine  plants, 
but  even  the  most  humble  back  yard  may 
have  a  rockery  in  miniature,  a  little  world 
to  itself  with  or  without  a  mirror  pool,  a 
waterfall  or  pebbled  paths. 

This  is  the  most  intimate  form  of  garden¬ 
ing;  here  each  plant  commands  attention, 
each  a  jewel  in  its  setting.  The  gardener 
knows  each  plant  by  name  and  soon  learns 
the  habits  and  soil  requirements  necessary 
for  the  happiest  results. 

If  yours  is  the  “built”  type  of  rockery, 
be  sure  that  suitable  pockets  of  earth  are 
provided,  so  that  the  roots  shall  have  plenty 
of  room.  Leaf-mold  gathered  in  the  wood; 
will  be  found  to  be  a  splendid  medium  for 
the  growing  of  most  things.  A  rich  com¬ 
post  can  be  used  if  a  generous  quantity  of 
fine  peatmoss  has  been  thoroughly  mixed 
with  it.  To  either  of  these  may  well  be 
added  sharp  coarse  sand  to  make  the  soil 
drain  easily. 

Wall  gardens,  rock  gardens,  and  moraine 
gardens  are  essentially  made  up  of  dwarf 
plants.  Many  of  these  are  plants  which  at 
some  season  of  the  year  will  contribute  color¬ 
ful  flowers,  others  will  be  valuable  for  their 
ornamental  foliage  or  graceful  form.  Your 
rock  garden  will  be  the  product  of  your  labor, 
your  plans,  and  your  fbre.hought.  Get  all 
the  information  and  advice  you  can,  use  your 
good  judgment  as  you  proceed  and  may  you 
enjoy  to  the  fullest,  all  the  delights  of  a 
beautiful,  ever-changing  scene.

PEONIES 

What  garden  is  complete  without  peonies  ? 
This  is  among  the  first  of  those  flowers  which 
do  not  require  constant  care  to  produce  a 
wealth  of  bloom.  Once  planted,  they  con¬ 
tinue  for  many  years — but  you  will  be  re¬ 
warded  for  an  annual  application  of  pulver- 
ied  sheep  manure  with  a  handful  of  bone- 
meal. 


September  and  October  are  the  best  plant¬ 
ing  months.  The  ground  should  be  spaded 
to  a  depth  of  at  least  18  inches  and  fertilized 
with  well-rotted  manure.  If  stable  manure 
is  not  available,  use  a  mixture  consisting  of 
one  part  bonemeal  and  four  parts  pulverized 
sheep  manure.  Place  the  roots  so  that  the 
crown  shall  be  not  more  than  2  inches  below 
the  surface.  On  established  beds  it  will  be 
found  healthful  to  make  a  fall  application 
of  shredded  cow  manure.  When  the  buds  are 
formed  in  the  spring,  better  blooms  can  be 
had  by  applications  of  liquid  manure.  Peonies 
are  gross  feeders  and  should  be  well  sup¬ 
plied  with  quickly  available  plant-food,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  fall  when  new  root-growth  is 
made.  You  may  place  your  order  with  us 
for  delivery  at  that  time.

Peony 
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Roses 

Roses  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  received.  If  th.s  is  impossible,  they  should  be  healed 

in  where  they  will  be  sheltered  from  drying  winds  and  sun.  Roses  thrive  in  rich,  loamy 

clay  but  will  do  well  in  most  any  good  garden  soil  if  placed  so  that  they  will  receive  plenty 
of  sunlight.  Success  depends  largely  on  preparation  of  soil. 

Dig  a  hole  18  inches  wide  and  fully  as  deep,  breaking  up  thoroughly  all  lumps. 
Replace  one-third  of  the  soil,  then  mix  into  this  a  liberal  quantity  of  well  aged  cow  manure 
and  a  good  handful  of  bonemeal.  You  are  ready  to  plant.  Be  careful  to  see  that  the  juncture 

of  branches  and  stock  is  just  below  the  surface  of  the  soil,  the  roots  well  separated  and 

extended  into  a  more  or  less  horizontal  position  and  fine  earth  loosely  packed  between 
them  so  that  there  shall  be  no  air  pockets. 

When  the  roots  are  well  covered  and  the  earth  packed  firmly,  fill  the  hole  with  water 
and  allow  this  to  drain  away  before  adding  the  remaining  earth.  Water  frequently  during 
dry  weather.  A  mulch  of  peat  moss  or  grass  clippings  will  be  found  of  great  benefit  in 
conserving  moisture  and  keeping  down  grass  and  weeds. 

During  the  growing  season  an  occasional  top-dressing  of  sheep  manure  and  bonemeal 
will  keep  the  roses  in  prime  condition.  Roses  should  be  sprayed  with  fungicide  regularly 
as  a  preventative  against  mildew  and  black  spot,  especially  during  damp,  cloudy  weather. 

For  those,  who  for  various  reasons  do  not  plant  until  growth  has  well  begun,  we  have

Into  every  garden  must  come,  sooner  or 
later,  those  enemies  which  try  our  patience 
and  often  our  wits ;  little  bugs  that  eat  our 
flowers,  aphis  that  ruin  our  roses  or  nastur¬ 
tiums,  leaf-spot  on  the  roses,  or  red  spider 
wrecking  the  phlox  plants. 

The  beginner  will  soon  learn  to  recognize 
the  first  signs  of  injury  and,  in  course  of 
time,  know  just  what  to  do.  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraphs  we  try  to  explain  some  simple 
things  about  fighting  bugs  and  diseases  in 
the  garden; 

Those  insects  which  obtain  their  food  in 
the  form  of  juices  sucked  from  plants  are 
a  class  which,  for  convenience,  we  may  refer 
to  as  suckers.  In  this  group  we  find  varie¬ 
ties  of  plant  lice  or  aphids,  and  scale,  which 
are  controlled  with  such  contact  sprays  as: 
fish  oil  soap,  nicotine  sulphate,  pyrethrum, 
glue,  and  oil  emulsions.

The  insects  which  actually  devour  the 

leafy  parts  of  a  plant  can  be  poisoned  with 
arsenate  of  lead,  calcium-arsenate,  or  Paris 
green  dusted  on  the  plants  or  sprayed  in 
solution.  To  this  class  belong  the  grass¬ 
hoppers,  snails,  potato  bugs,  and  caterpil¬ 
lars. 

The  fungous  and  bacterial  diseases  of 

plants  are  controlled  by  such  methods  as 

soil  sterilization,  seed  disinfection,  sulphur 
dusts,  and  sprays. 

The  successful  gardener  must  be  ever  on 
the  alert  for  the  first  sign  of  these  enemies. 
The  first  step  is  to  ascertain  the  nature  of 
the  new  trouble  maker*  and  then  the  best 
method  to  combat  it.  There  are  insecti¬ 

cides  with  a  wide  range  of  uses,  but  beware 
of  "cure-alls”.  In  the  case  of  roses,  holly¬ 
hocks,  phlox,  and  plants  that  are  a  constant 
prey  to  leaf-spot,  rust,  or  red  spider,  we 
heartily  advise  that  spraying  begin  long 
before  signs  of  injury  appear.  It  is  far 
easier  and  more  gratifying  to  keep  the 
foliage  in  beautiful  condition  than  it  is  to 
nurse  it  back  after  a  season  of  neglect.
